Reduction of absenteeism and 
labor turnover among women 
workers depends to a large ex­
tent on a basically sound job- 
placement program, according 
to a special bulletin issued to­
day by the Women’s Bureau, U. 
S. Department of Labor.

The constantly increasing use 
of women in fields in which 
they have had no previous ex^

periehcie makes imperative a 
planned, efficient system of 
personnel administration, it 
points out. Intelligent use of 
woman-power depends for the 
most part, it has been found, 
on a sane grasp of the potenti­
alities of the woman worker 
and a readiness on the part
of industrial management to 

institute engineering changes 
which will take the fullest ad­
vantage of those qualities.

The bulletin, “Choosing Wo­
men for War-Industry Jobs,” 
advises a thoroughgoing job 
analysis as the first step in a 
placement process. The selec­
tion problem centers mainly 
around the ask of matching the 
individual woman, with her pe­
culiar characteristics of size, 
strength, aptitudes and tem­
perament, tp the established job 
in the plant, it is pointed out.

Since many small industrial 
plants cannot maintain a fully 
deveoped personnel department 
aids for scientific selection and 
placement are made available 
by various agencies. The Wom­
en’s Bureau offers a job-analy­
sis service and the United States 
Employment Service is equip­
ped to set up a complete pro­
gram for any indusry. Private 
concerns act as consultants on 
testing procedures.

CHICAGO, July 21. — Lincoln 

Perry, better known as Stepin 
Fetchit, the celebrated stage 
and screen comedian, was sen­
tenced to 30 days in the coun­
ty jail on charges of contribut­
ing to the delinquency of a mi­
nor. Sentence was upheld for 60 
days pending an appeal. A 
sentence of six months against 
Jaunita Randolph, the 16-year- 
old girl, was dropped, the judge 
stating that she had been pun­
ished enough.

ABSENTEE HULLABALOO Labor Forum Editorial

k

There has been more talk about absentee­
ism lately than is warranted by the amount of 
accurate information in the possession of most 
of those discussing the subject.

Comparatively few companies keep records 
listing the reason for absences. There have 
been complete changes in production in many 
plants, with quick expansion of facilities and 
work force, accompanied by expansion of the 
managerial staff. In1 the hurry to get going 
there have Ween numerous ineltficiiences in 
planning supplies and routing them, in writing 
work orders, in failing to guard machines prop­
erly. Of course, some of the difficulties lie quite 
outside the responsibility of the firm. Many are 
due to the newness of the war agencies. 
“'Wage-earners have shifted from old jobs to 
new jobs, from one city, to another, from East 
to West. Some have taken their families with 
them, while others have the extra costs of liv­
ing apart from their families. Gasoline and 
transportation difficulties bave been another 
handicap. Under ride-sharing arrangements, a 
flat tire delays four or five workers instead of 
only one.

The sharp increase in industrial accidents 
has meant lost days of production. For this,

negligent employers must bear the major re­
sponsibility. Longer hours and the pressure of 
war work spell more fatigue. One day of rest 
is not long enough to-remove it-and return the 
worker to his job in prime Condition. Sooner or 

later accumulated fatigue or illness forces 
absence.- In addition, rationing and other war 
regulations make life increasingly complicated.

Yet in spite of all these difficulties, produc­
tion has increased enormously. But instead of 
the praise labor deserves there has come a 
great hue and cry about absenteeism. The aim 
is to discredit the unions, which are the only 
agencies that can assume responsibility for 
group work habits. - :i- “

True, there are some workers who are de­
liberately taking days off without good excuse, 
but such workers are the exception. To penal­
ize others, who do have valid reasons for ab­
sence from work, by passing'drastic legislation 
would be an unwise and inequitable procedure.

The way to keep workers on the job is to 
let them know why it; is necessary for them to 
be there regularly and to put responsibility up­
on them for being there. Uhions and manage­
ments will do the rest. It is a matter that calls 
for personal attention and for the-1 removal of 
difficulties—not for legislatioh.

Honor as yet, does not fail to come to those of us who 
have done something noteworthy in society as a whole. On 
a certain radio program this week, the sponsors paid a tri­
bute to LT. CHARLES HALL OF BRAZIL, INDIANA, who

you guess it? Even with this, I still say that we should 
not talk so much nor use misguided force for the correc­
tion of said evil. Some day, we-as colored people of America 
will have all the things that we have longed for.

I told some white people some years ago, when the 
question of race equality was asked me, that we did not care 
about sitting at their, tables and eating meals with them, 
though under some circumstances that does happen; and- 
we were definitely not interested in entering holy m&tyimony 
with their young girls or women; neither were we definitely 
interested in doing some of the things that they were do­
ing. The things we were interested in were assurance of 
the Pour Freedoms: freedom from want, freedom from 
fear, freedom of religion and freedom of speech.

S' We are of the opinion that thought along 
this line is of prime importance at this time. 
It goes without saying that the Negro has made 
fehie gains in industry. Upgrading has not come 
a;" fast as we desire, but with the increasing 
ifianpower shortage, this phase of the picture 
is destined to take on added tempo.

if The Negro worker’s chances of retaining 
Industrial gains after the war depend largely 
upon how he reacts in his present situation. He 
ii now serving in positions heretofore closed to 
hfs talents. Today, the very nature of the times 
is pushing him into these new fields of endeav- 
w.
r; Whether he is wanted or not is a matter 
of secondary importance. However, a matter of 
fjrst importance is whether the worker is aware 
of the necessity of so wedding himself to these 
riew positions that it becomes an increasingly 
difficulty matter when any attempt at dis- 
todgement comes.

We are learning from direct and indirect 
contact with many war production centers that 
absenteeism is one of the things that too large 
a number of Negro workers are resorting to for 
their own good. The “stay-at-homers” on the 
day or days following pay days are believed to 
be representing an entirely too large a percent- 
age.

the pleasure of receiving before burrent nation­
al emergency.

Like many of use who experienced the last 
war, numerous workers are--making the same 
error of believing that the present “good 
times” are designed to last forever. All think-1 
ing people know and realize that such cannot 
be and is not the case.

We admit that after so long a period of op­
erating on “short ratiens,” there is a tendency 
to celebrate. It will be tragic, however, if this 
false celebration ■ is permitted to continue’ thru- 
out the duration: Right now we are of the 
opinion that Bonds, Stamps, savings accounts 
and home ownership are of more importance 
than too much liquor and so-called “high liv­
ing.”

Staying away from the job and refusing to 
lend proper and ,sincere attention to- the work 
at hand is, because of necessity, being tolerated 
in some instances by war plant offibials. The 
manpower problem is so acute that even one- 
fourth of a man must be condoned at the mo­
ment.

When the war is over one rriay safely guess 
that the worker who has “horsed around” on 
his job will receive no consideration. He, with­
out a doubt, will become the first to be tossed 
cut of the c’oor and back on some sort of a dole 
or relief. The worker who has refused to let 
anything, other than absolute sickness, keep 
him from reporting to his job regularly, has 
the best chance of being in the picture after 
tbe duration.

To hold the gains that we have made and 
are going to make, so much attention should be 
devoted to these jobs that we actually become a 
part of them. There is no other way. We must 
swing into this fight, on the war front and on 
the home front. Both are of equal importance. 
LET’S KEEP THESE JOBS AFTER THE WAR.
